A Ry-l.aw  for  resuming  certain  lands  in  Township 
Tliirty-tive,  in  the  Osoyoos  Division  of  Yale 
District,  for  making  and  establishing  a I’ublic 
Road. 

WllERF.VS  by  the  “ ^rnnicipal  Clanses  Act” 
certain  powers  are  conferred  on  the  Council 
of  township  or  district  municipalities  to  resume 
any  parts  of  land  granted  by  the  Crown,  for 
making  roads  or  other  public  works  of  public 
utility  or  convenience,  so  nevertheless  that  the 
entire  acreage  to  be  resumed  shall  not  exceed  more 
than  one-twentieth  of  the  whole  lands  granted 
as  aforesaid,  all  as  therein  set  forth : 

And  whereas  of  the  said  lands  situate  in  Sections

1.  Land  forming  sites  suitable  for  ponds,  ba.sins, 
and  reservoirs,  which  have  been  reserved  from 
general  sale  and  settlement,  may  be  leased  to  any 
company  or  person  applying  therefor  w'ho  has 
satisfied  the  Minister  of  his  or  their  ability  to 
construct  the  works  necessary  to  utilize  the  pro- 
posed site  for  the  storage  of  water  and  for  the 
beneficial  use  of  the  same  in  irrigation. 

2.  A lease  may  be  granted  for  a term  of  five 
years,  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  lessee 
shall  hold  a licence  in  good  standing  for  the  water 
to  be  stored,  that  he  shall  use  the  land  for  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  lease,  that  he  shall  make 
beneficial  use  of  the  stored  w'ater  in  accordance 
with  the_  terms  of  the  licence,  and  that  he  shall 
comply  in  all  respects  with  the  iirovisions  of 
“ 'The  Irription  Act.”  Failure  to  comply  with 
these  conditions  shall  render  the  lease  liable  to 
cancellation  : 

Provided  the  lessee  has  complied  with  the  con-

3.  The  rental  to  be  paid  for  land  leased  for  reser- 
voir purposes  shall  be  twenty-five  cents  per  acre 
per  annum.  The  first  payment  shall  be  made 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  lease,  and' 
subsequent  payments  shall  be  made  upon  the  1st 
day  of  'November  in  each  and  every  year : Pro- 
vided that  a lease  for  any  tract  of  land  not  exceed- 
ing ten  acres  in  area,  required  for  reservoir  pur- 
poses, shall  be  granted  free  of  charge,  subject  to 
the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  Section 
2,  such  lease  to  remain  in  effect  Bor  so  long  as  the 
works  in  connection  with  which  the  said  lease  is 
issued  shall  be  used  for  irrig'ation  purposes. 

4.  In  cases  where  lands  are  taken  for  reservoir 
purposes,  the  area  shall  include,  in  addition  to  the 
area  actually  covered  by  water  in  such  reservoirs, 
a strip  twenty  feet  in  width  around  the  margin 
of  such  reserTOir,  the  width  bo  be  measured  back 
from  the  highest  point  reached  by  the  water  in  the 
reservoir  at  any  ix)int  on  the  margin  thereof. 

Right-of-Way. 

5.  Idcence  of  occupation  for  the  right^of-way  of 
any  irrigation  canal  or  ditch,  or  for  -works  con-

tion .system.

timber  and  shall  take  all  necessary  precautions  to 
prevent  the  starting  or  spread  of  fire  from  his 
premises  or  operations  and  will  comply  with  the 
terms  of  the  regulations  for  forest  Ite.servcs,  and 
the  in.structions  of  the  officer  in  charge  n't  the 
reserve  relating  thci’eto.  je2!)
